Ifa salesman has a worth- 
Bx, 7] while set of books to sell, he will 
usually contact this of fice before he 
ze offers them to the teachers of the 
county. We do not recommend that teach- 
ers or school boards buy any varticular 
set of books, but do sometimes give our 
| sanction to the set and give the sales- 
man a written permit to call upon the teachers of the 
ccunty. Unless a salesman can produce such an authori- 
zation, no matter what he is selling, it would be wise 
to investirate quite carefully before any papers are 
signed. The high-powered salesman usually has a deal 
that must be closed immediately or the "opportunity" 
is lost. If the salesman has a legitimate article to 
sell, he will welcome a complete investigation and will 
give the prospective purchaser time to look into the 
matter before purchase. 





We are quoting below a letter from one of the county 
school superintendents: "“Pleaso-be careful in making 
purchases of school maps from agents in the county. A 
company appears to have organized a selling campaign 
and while the price is used as an argument for economy, 
the maps are not accurate and there are many errors in
